_ Let us firat consider the qualities 
easentinl to the equipment of -o 
speeulator. We name thom: Self- 
relinnce, judgment, courage, pru- 
dence, pllability. 

1, Self-Reliance.—A man must 
think for himself, must follow his 
own convictions. George Mac- 
donald says: “A man cannot 
have another man’s ideas any more 
than he can hifve ‘another man’s 
soul or anothor man's body.” Self- 
trust js the foundation of success- 
ful effort. . 

2. Judgment.—That  ecquipoise, 
that nice adjustment of the facul- 
tles one to the otier, which Js eall- 
ed good judgment, is an essential 
to the speculators, 

8. Courage.—That is, confidence 
to uct on the decisions of the mind. 
In speculation there is value in 
Mirabeau's dictum: “Be bold, still 
be bold, always bo bold.” 

4, Prudence—The power of 
measuring the danger, together 
with a certain alertness and watch- 
fulness, is very important. There 
should be a balance of these two, 
prudence and cournge; prudenco in 
contemplation, courage in execu- 
tion. Lord Bacon says: “In 
meditation all dangers should be 
seen; .in execution none, unless 
very formidable.” Connected with 


some of the elements of reason. 
We define as best we can. 
Speculation -is a venture based 
upon calculation. Gambling a 
venture without calculation. The 
law makes this - distinction: . it 
sustains speculation and condemns 
gambling, 

All business is more or less 
speculation. The term specula- 
tion, however, is commonly restrict- 
ed to business of exceptional un- 
certainty. The uninitiated believe 
that chance is so large n part of 
‘apeculation that it {s subject to no 
rules, Is governed by no laws. 
This Ia a serlous error. Wo pro- 
pose in this article to point out 
some of the lawa in this realm. 

* Phere is no royal road to success 
in speculation. We do not under- 
take, and it would be worse than 
folly to undertake, to show how 
money can be made, Those who 
make for themselves or others an 
infallible plan dolude themselves 
and others. Our effort will bo to 
set forth the great underlying 
principles of the “art” tho applica- 
tion of which must depend on cir- 
cumstances, the time and the man.

Tho mind convinced, 
the act should follow. In the 
words of Macbeth: “Henceforth 
the very firstlings. of my heart 
shall be the firstlings of my hand.” 
Think, act, promptly. 

5. Pliability—The ability to 
change an opinion, the power of 
revision. ‘He who observes,” says 
Emerson, “and observes again, is 
always formidable.” 
+The qualifications named are 
necessary to the make-up of & 
apeculator, but they muat be in 
well-balanced combination. A do- 
ficiency or an overplus of one 
quality will destroy the  effective- 
nesa of all. The possession of 


such faculties, in a proper adjust- 


ment is, of course, uncommon. In 
epeculation, as in life, few succeed, 
many fall. 

Each dopartment of life has its 
languaye, expressive if not elegant, 
and in dealing with the subject we 
must perforce adopt the language 
of the Street. The laws given will 
be found to apply to speculation of 
any kind. 
laws; but for the anke of clearness 
we assume the case of speculation 
ns conducted in one of our ex- 
changes, whore they can be best 
demonstrated, 

We divide them into these two 
yroups: Laws absolute and laws 
conditional. 

LAWS ABSOLUTE, 

1. Never Overtrade-—To tako 
an interest larger than the capital 
justifies is to invite digastor. With 
such an interest o fluctuation In 
the market unnerves tho oporator, 
nnd his judgment becomes - worth- 
legs.

Tho change 
in the original position should 
havo been made moderately, cau- 
tlously, thus keeping the judgment 
clear and preserving the balance of 
tho mind, mee 

3. “Run Quickly,” or not at all; 
that Is to say, act promptly at the 
first approach of danger, but fail- 
ing to do this until others sce the 
danger, hold on or close out part 
of the “Interest.” 

4. Another rule is, when doubt- 
ful, reduce the amount of the In- 
torest; for cither tho mind is not 
satisfied with the position taken, 
or the interest’ Is too large for 
sufety. One man told another 
thnt he could not sleep on account 
of hia position in the market; his 
friend judiciously and laconically 
replied: “Sell down to a sleeping 
point.” 

RULES CONDITIONAL..: 

These rules are subject to modi- 
fication according to the circum- 


ment of the operator. 

1. It is better to “average up” 
than to “average down.” This 
opinion is contrary to the one com- 
monly held and acted upon; it 
being the practices to buy and on 
a decline to buy more. This re- 
duces the average. Probably four 
times out of five this method will 
| result in atriking a’ reaction in the 
j market that will prevent loss, but 
ithe fifth time, meeting with a per- 
manently declining market, the 
operator loses his head and closes 
out, making a heavy loss—a loss 60; 
great ap to bring complete de- 
moralization, often ruin, 

But buying at first moderately, 
and, as the market advances, add- 
ing slowly and cautiously to the’ 
“Iino’—this Is a way of speculat- 
ing that requires great caro and 
watchfulness, for the market will” 
often (probably four times out of 
five) renct to the point of 
“average.” Here lea the danger. 
Failure to close out at the point of 
average destroys the anfety of the 
whole operation. Occasionally a 
permanently advancing market is 
met with and a big profit ‘secured.. 
In such an oporation the original 
risk is small, the danger at no time 
great and when‘successful the pro- 
flt is ldrge. This method should 
only be employed when an import- 
ant advance or decline is expected, 
and with a moderate capital can be 
undertaken with comparative 
safety. 

2. To “buy down” requircs a 
long purse and a strong nerve, and 
ruln often overtakes those who 
have both - nerve and moncy. 
:The stronger the nerve the more 
probability of .staying to long: 
There is, however, a class of suc- 
cessful operators who “buy down” 
They deal In re- 
Intively small amounts, Entering 
the market prudently with the de- 
termination of holding on‘for a 


by Its fluctuations. They aro men 
of good judgment,' who buy in 
tlmos of depression to hold for a 
general revival of business—an in- 
vesting rather than a speculating 
class. . 

3. In all ordinary circumstances 
our advice would bo to, buy at once 
an amount that is within the pro: 
per limits of capital, ete., “golling 
out” ot a loss or profit according

4. Public opinion, Is not to be 
Ignored. - A. strong.. speculative 
current {s for tha timo boing ovor- 
whelming, and should be closely 
watched. Tho rulo fs, to act. cgu- 
tlously with public, opinion! 
against It, boldly. To go with tho 
market, even when tho basis is a 
good one, is dangerous. It may at 
any timo turn and rend you, Every 
speculator knowns the danger of teo 
much “company.” It fa equally 
necessary to oxercise caution in 
going against the market. This 
caution should bo continued to the 
point of wavering—of loss of con-

5. Quiet, weak markets are good 
markets to sell. They ordinarily 
develop into declining markets. 
But. when a market has gono 
through ‘tho stages .of quict and 
wenk to active and declining, then 
on to semi-panic or panic, it should 
be bought frecly., When vice 
verst, 8 quict and firm market de- 
velops into activity and strength, 
then into excitement, it should be 
sold with great confidence, 

6. In forming an opinion of the 
market, the element of chance 
ought not.to be omitted. Thoro {a 
a doctrine of chances—Napoleon in 
his campaigns allowed o margin 
for chance—for the accidents that 
come in to destroy or modify the 
beat calculation. Calculation must 
meusure the incalculable. In the 
“reproof of chance Iles the true 
proof of men.” 

It is better to act on general 
than special information, (it is not 
so misleading) viz, the state of 
tho country, the condition of the 
crops, manufacturers, otc. Statls- 
ties are valuable but they must be 
kept. aubordinate to a comprehen- 
sive view of the whole situation. 
Those who confine themsclves too 
closely -to statistics ‘are poor 
guldes. ‘“Thero is nothing,” sald 
Canning, “so falincious as facts, 
except figures.” : ‘ 

“When in doubt do nothing. 
Don't enter the market on half con- 
victions; wait..till the. convictions 
are full’ matured.” 

We have-written to ttle purpose 
unless we have left the impression 
that the fundamental principle 
that Hes at the base of all specula- 
tion Is this: act so as to koop the 
mind clear, its judgment truat- 
worthy. A reserve force should 
therefore be maintained and kopt 
for supreme movements, when tho 
full strength of the whole man 
should be put on tho stroke de- 
livered. ‘ 7 

It may he'thought that the carry- 
ing out of these rules ‘is difficult. 
As wo sald In the outset, the gift 
ced man only can apply them. To 
tho artist alono are the rules of 
his art valuable—Tho Magazine of 
Wall Street.

At first it appeared that the 
Japanese Government would com- 
ply, but the feelings of the people 
were strung to such a pitch that 
the Government had to take & firm 
stand. Slogans were shouted and 
placarded nll over the streets de- 
manding the Government not to 
yield. The people were willing 
and quite united to shed their lust 
drop of blood if the occasion should 
arise, and they ured the Govern- 
ment first of all to consider the 
prestige of the country. It would 
appear that the Chinese had had 
their innings long enough, and, in 
the words of Mr. Holmes, “It 
soemas to me that the Japanese are 
determined not to stdad any mere 
nonsense.” 


Sheer Silliness. 


Asked a$ to his personal opinion 
about the boycott, Mr. Holmes 
charncteriaed it as sheer: silliness 
“Until the Chinese can provide for 
the huge mass of her poor people, 
China must not think of boycotting 
Japanese goods. It fa all very well 
for the richer class of Chincse to 
clothe themsolves in’ warm: flannel 
from the mills In Manchester and 
Bradford, and using articles manu- 
factured in Germany and other 
European countrics, but = they 
should think first of all how her 
poor population is going to get the 
money to do the sama” 

Continuing, Mr. Holmes said that 
China has no Industry worth men- 
tioning. Practically everything 
she needs has to be imported and 
nothing she can import from any 
country cheaper than from Japan.

It {a Christmas morning but it is 
dificult to realise it In spite of the 
fact that on my mantelpiece are 
Christmas cards from seven coun- 
tries, On successive mornings this 
Inst week as I walked down the 
Peak Road the gobbles of turkeys 
have grected my cars with ever in- 
creasing Intensity till yesterday the 
crescendo reached its cllmax for 1 
expect complete silence from these 
birds tu-day. Even now It Ja diit- 
cult to believe that to-day is Christ- 
may Day; the sun Js shining over- 
head, not a cloud can be seen, very 
differont’ from our cold and damp 
British weather ‘but probably very 
similar to that first Christmas 
morning 1931 years ago. 

Hong Kong weather in December 
iy a curious mixture of Summer and 
Autumn, Winter and Spring, rolled 
{nto ono, Sweet-peas are in bloa- 
som, reminders of Summers at 
Home; tho tints of Autumn and the 
berries: of Winter arc to bo acen 
everywhere; and two days ago I 
pleked the first wild rose of Spring.

Now is the time to visit Taipo, for 
Ita valleys and hillsdes are covered 
with trecs with red and orange and 
brown follage more connected In our 
minds with Japan or'the Autumn [n 
Canada, Liquidambar formosana, 

_ sometimes called, the Far Eastern 
plane tree, with leaves shaped like 
the maple, shows every tingo of 
bronze and gold. The aeveral species 
of Rhus (a Sumac), with leaves 
shaped like the English ash, have the 
most -brilliant colours, scartct pre- 
dominating, The larger — tree, 
Sapium discolor, competes in places 
with Rhus for pride of place; the 
leaves ure small and simple, are rust 
coloured below and turn to deep 
maroon above. | 

Not only are’Autumn tints 80

Birds, Migrants and Resldents. 

An afternoon spent in a valley 
beyond. Talpo on the 23rd, rewarded 
us With the sight of a number of 
interesting species. We saw one 
of the large crested Himalayan Pied 
Kingfishers (Ceryle lugubris gut- 
tulata). This Is incidentally the 
only locality §n the Colony from 
which this magnificent bird has 
been recorded. A: benutiful Bast 
ern —- White-breasted Kingfisher 
(Halcyon sntyritensis fusca) with 
maroon head and aides, areen-blue 
back, wings of the same colour 
barred and tipped with black, red 
bill, and white breast, perched on a 
tree some little distance away and 
allowed us to admire it, A grey 
heron was disturbed in a stream, 
babbling thrushey, bulbuls, mynahy 
und warblers were common. Of 
migrants we saw both male and 
female Daurinn redstarts, (Phoeni- 
curux a, aureus); the male [is 4 
striking bird, grey head, rufous 
brown below, back almost black the 
unterlor half, then to basy of tall 
rufous, tail brown and rufous, 
wings deep brown with a prominent 
white patch. The female ia n more 
sombre bird, grey with brownish 
tint on tail,, and Iess prominent 
white patch on wings; under parts 
lighter, washed with red. Pipits 
were in great abundance but only 
two species ‘were 
Inrger Richard's pipit and the 
smaller darker and “more boldly 
marked Kastern Tree piplt.

Since the beginning 
of 1931, the crisis has taken on 
formidable proportions — ex-}" 
change disturbances, general un- 
employment and closing ‘of 
bourses have had profound re- 
sercussions in all countrics, The 
magnitude of the crisis, in the 
Committee's opinion, excecds 
the relntively short depresston 
envisaged in the Young Plan to 
meet - which measures of safe- 
yuard contained. therein were 
designed. The Young Plan con- 
templated a steady expansion of 
world trade, but, {n fact, the 
opposite has occurred. 

Government’s Dutics, 

The Committce considers. it 
the duty of all Governments to 
examine, without ‘delay, in the 
light .of economic realities, the 
problems imposed by Germany’s 
inability to pay. Some steps are 
necessary, if the efforts of’ the 
German Government to protect 
its monetary position are not to 
be compromised. 

.The' Committee realises that it 
would be difficult to release Ger- 
many from the obligations that 
she is, at present, incapable of 
meeting, if the burden of such 
payments were simply to be 
transferred to others, 

Adjustment of Ail Debts. 

. The Committee suggests, that 
transfers from one country to 
another on a scale so large a4 to 
upset the balance of payments 
can only accentuate the present 
crisis, It believes that an _ad- 
jutsment of all Reparations and 
War Debts to the troubled cir- 
cumstances of the world, with- 


out delay, -is the only -step-to bes -°- -~-- 


taken which is capable 
storing lasting confidence.

Mukden, Dee. 22. 
Goneral Honjo, commanding 
the Japanese forces in’.

Major Battle Seen. 

Since the Chinése, forces have 
given every evidence of intention 
to resist the Japanese, a major 
conflict for the possession of 
Chinchow was anticipated.
